TO THE FRIENDS OF PATTY BOYD! 

As you know Patty's special interest and 
talent involved working with children with 
learning disabilities, particularly those who 
were economically disadvantaged. As a means 
of carrying on her work, her family and 
friends are in the process of establishing a 
living memorial fund in her name to be funded 
through donations. The fund will, hopefully, 
renew itself through investments. The fund 
will be established through an existing 
non-profit organization already involved in 
assisting the learning disabled children whom 
Patty loved.
